Kniguts of Labor presented a petition to 
the Presidents ot the cotton mills, setting 
forth certain concessions which they would 
like to have made, including the subm is­ 
sion of charges In u Board before the dis­ 
charge of anv Knights of Labor; also an 
advance of 15 per cent, in wages. 
There 
are eight mills, em ploying about 3,000 
hands, most o f whom are Knights of Labor. 
1 he Presidents yesterday issued a circular 
to their employes, entirely ignoring the 
Knights, in which they sav among other 
things; ‘‘ We decline most positively to 
recognize any outside interference between 
our employes and ourselves. 
W e are al­ 
ways prepared to confer with you as em ­ 
ployes, but in no other capacity, upon all 
subjects of common interest. W e recognize 
that the rate of wages is a fair subject of 
agreement 
between 
employer and em­ 
ployes, and that the right to work or quit 
working for another belongs absolutely to 
every person who is not a convict or slave, 
and the right to em ploy or not to employ 
another is absolute 
and incontestable. 
Their rights can only be limited bv the 
parties them selves. 
W e shall, therefore, 
be glad to receive and fairly consider any 
communication from onr employes us such, 
but we will not allow any outside parties 
to manage our atlairs.” 
The Knights met last night and decided 
to notify the Presidents that they would 
treat through their Executive Board. 


A R R E S T S F U R B O Y C O T T IN G . 
N ew Y oiik, April 21st.—Seven members 
of the Bakers' Union, who have been boy­ 
cotting Mrs. Gray, the H udson-stieet baker, 
have fallen into "the clutches of the law, 
and warrants for the arrest of six more of 
those wfio paraded in front of her prem­ 
ises distributing circulars ami trying to 
drive away her customers, have been issued. 
The Grand Jury found indictments against 
thirteen o f the boycotters on charges of 
conspiracy and coercion, and detectives 
were sent out to bring the offenders into 
Court. 
Seven of them were arraigned be­ 
fore Recorder Smyth this afternoon, aiyl 
were held in $500 hail each for trial. 
The 
penalty on conviction for 
the 
offense 
charged is all the way from 5 cents fine 
and one day’s imprisonment, to twelve 
m onths and $.700 fine.
